tion $o the granting of suoh extension of time, seid Austin Dam, Ino., would agree to
spend at leoast one thousand dollars per.yelz in keeping the lake above the dam olear of
debris.

After a lengthy disocussion of the proposal, the Ocunoil took the matter under
advigement.
